The Assistant Commissioner (CT ) is Sate level post which is governed by the A .P .C . T. Service Rules issued 
in G . O .Ms.No. 360, Rev (CT.I) Dept., dt.23 .4 . 1994 , and Government is the appointing authority . Appointment to the 
post of Assistant Commissioner (CT) shall be made by promotion from among the Commercial Tax Officers on 
grounds of merit and ability, seniority being considered only where merit and ability are approximately equal (as 
per Rule 3 of A . P .C . T . Service Rules ), and a candidate for appointment as Asst. Commissioner (CT) shall have not 
less than three years of service as Commercial Tax Officer (as per rule 6 of A .P.C . T . Service Rules 1994 ). 

In the reference 1st read above, the seniority list of Commercial Tax Officers from the panel years 1975 -76 to 
1998 - 99 were finalized duly taking into consideration rota - quota rule and communal roster as prescribed in the 
rules and was published in Andhra Pradesh Extra ordinary Gazette Part-I, No.492 , Dated .03 .09 .2011 . 

In the reference 2nd read above , the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes, Hyderabad has finalized the seniority 
list of Commercial Tax Officers from the panel years 1999 - 2000 to 2007 - 2008 , duly taking into consideration rota 
quota rule and communal roster as prescribed in the rules and published in Andhra Pradesh Gazette Part- I, No.7 , 
Dated . 16 . 02 .2012 . 
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In the reference 3rd read above , the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes , Hyderabad , has submitted draft 
revised panels of Assistant Commissioners(CT) based on the seniority list of Commercial Tax Officers finalized in 
G .O .Ms.No. 1661, Rev (CT.I)Dept., Dated .25 .08 . 2011 and the seniority list of Commercial Tax Officers from 1999 
2000 to 2008 -09 finalized by the CCT vide Ref.No.D2/ 146 / 2011, Dated .05 . 11.2011 for consideration and necessary 
action . 

In the reference 4th read above, the Government have communicated revised panels of Assistant Commissioners 
(CT) for the panel years from 1983- 84 to 2011- 12 to the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes and requested to 
follow the due procedure laid down in rule 24 of Andhra Pradesh State & Subordinate Service Rules , 1996 and issue 
show cause notices to all the persons likely to be affected by calling for objections, if any from them . And if any 
objections are received , examine the same and send his report along with the remarks to the Government to enable 
to finalize the seniority list. 

In the reference 5th read above , the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes has submitted that show cause has 
been issued duly calling for written statement of objections from the affected persons to the provisional revised 
seniority list of ACS(CT) for the period from 1983 - 84 to 2011 - 12 within 15 days from the date of publication of 
notice in Andhra Pradesh Extra Ordinary Gazette, failing which , it would be construed that they have no objections 
to the proposed revised seniority and the same was published in AP Extra Ordinary Gazette Part-I No. 841, 
Dated .23 . 12 . 2013 . 

In the reference 7th read above , the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes has submitted the draft revised 
seniority list of Assistant Commissioners (CT ) for the panel years from 1983- 84 to 2011 - 12 along with objections 
received in response to the Show Cause Notice issued in the AP Extra Ordinary Gazette Part- I No . 841 , 
Dated 23 . 12 .2013 with his remarks / replies on the said objections to the Government to finalize the revised seniority 
list in the cadre of Assistant Commissioners (CT ) for the panel years 1983 -84 to 2011 - 12 .

Sri R .Rajeswara Rao and 51 others have submitted that the Hon ble APAT in VMA No.447 /2012 , VMA 
No.586 /2012 , VMA No.587 /2012 and VMA No.632 /2012 in 0 . A . No.841/2012 Dated : 15 .06 .2013 have directed the 
respondents to finalize the Seniority list of Assistant Commercial Tax Officers and Consequential revision of Seniority 
list of Deputy Commercial Tax Officers and Commercial Tax Officers by following the Rota Quota principle as 
instructed in Govt.Memo.No.263/CT. I( 2 )/2011, Revenue(CT.I)Department, Dated . 29 .06 .2011 . 

They have submitted that the seniority list of lower cadre is yet to be finalized , and without finalizing the 
seniority based on the Rota - Quota rule and without following the orders of the Hon ble Tribunal, the seniority list 
of the higher cadre cannot be finalized . They have , therefore , requested that the seniority list of Deputy Commercial 
Tax Officers and Commercial Tax Officers may be finalized first and till such time, the proposed revision may be 
kept in abeyance . 
REPLY TO THE OBECTION : 

Certain Direct recruit Commercial Tax Officers filed an 0 . A .No.702 /2006 on the file of Hon ble APAT 
against the final seniority list of Commercial Tax Officers finalized and published in A .P . Gazette No .22 - A , dt. 
12 .01.2005 . The Hon ble Tribunal dismissed the 0 . A . along with the M . A . Aggrieved by the above orders of the 
Hon ble A . P. A . T., the said applicants filed W .P .No. 13556 of 2008 on the file of the Hon ble High Court . The 
Hon ble Court in its interim orders, dt. 27 .06 . 2008 directed the Government not to effect the promotions in the cadre 
of Deputy Commissioners (CT). The Hon ble High Court of A .P., in its final orders , dt. 08 .07 .2008 in W . P.No. 13556 
of 2008 , remitted the case to the Hon ble Tribunal, with a direction to dispose the same afresh on merits and as per 
law duly adjudicating upon the final seniority list with in a period of four weeks from the date of the order and till 
such time, the interim orders passed by the Hon ble Court on 27 .06 .2008 not to affect the promotions to the cadre of 
Deputy Commissioner , shall continue . 

Some of the officers approached the Hon ble Supreme Court of India against the orders of High Court of A . P. 
The Hon ble Supreme Court of India in its interim orders , dt. 11. 09 . 2008 in SLP (Civil) No . 21867 /2008 filed by Sri 
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B . Surya Prakash and others against the orders of the Hon ble High Court of A . P., in W . P.No. 13556 /2008 , ordered 
status - quo regarding promotions to be maintained until further orders . 

The division bench of the Hon ble Andhra Pradesh Administrative Tribunal have pronounced the orders 
dated :29 .04 . 2010 in 0 . A . No.702 / 2006 with M . A No. 1307 / 2008 , 0 . A . No.6358 /2008 and 0 . A . No. 10932 / 2009 
filed by Sri . K . Ravi Shankar, Direct Recruit Commercial Tax Officer and others wherein the Hon ble Tribunal set 
aside the Orders in Memo.No . 16355 /CT- I ( 1 )/ 2005 , Rev (CT.I )Dept, dated :05 .07. 2008 and directed theGovernment 
to approve the revised seniority list in the cadre of CTOs in CCT s Ref.No.D2/781/2005 , dated : 02 .04 .2007 and 
consequently review all the promotions in the light of revised seniority list dated :02 . 04 .2007 

Accordingly , the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes was issued show cause notice to revise the said seniority 
list and published in the A .P . Gazette No. 137 , dt. 31 .08 .2010 . The Government have finalized the seniority list of 
Commercial Tax Officers from 1975 -76 to 1998 - 99 vide G .O .Ms.No. 1661, Revenue (CT- I) Department dated : 
25 .08 .2011 and published in A .P . Extraordinary Gazette No.492 , dated : 03 .09 . 2011. Thus, the seniority list of CTOS 
for the period from 1975 -76 to 1998 - 99 was settled . 

The Government have issued instructions to the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes, vide Memo.No . 17484 / 
CT.I( 1)/2011 , Revenue (CT. I) Department, dated :07.05 .2011 to prepare seniority list of Commercial Tax Officers 
for the Panel years 1999 - 2000 onwards , duly taking into account the objections raised against the existing adhoc 
lists and the spill - over list of CTOs who could not find place in the seniority list finalized by the Government from 
1975 -76 to 1998 - 99 and then submit to the Government for the consideration . 

As per the instructions of the Government, provisional seniority list in the cadre of CTOs has been prepared , 
basing on the final seniority list of Deputy Commercial Tax Officers issued vide G .O .Rt.No. 1840 Rev (CT.I) 
Department, dated : 12 . 12 . 2000 and the seniority list of DCTOs published in A . P. Gazette No . 331, dated: 02 .08 . 2004 , 
subsequently revised and published in A .P . Gazette No. 260 , dated : 05 .05 . 2006 and A . P. Gazette No. 191, dated : 
12 .11. 2010 . A Show Cause Notice has been issued calling for the objections of the affected persons against the 
seniority list of Commercial Tax Officers from 1999 - 2000 to 2008 - 2009 vide CCTs Ref.No.D2 / 146 /2011 , dated : 
05 . 11. 2011 , and published in A . P. Extraordinary Gazette No. 210 , dated : 23. 11 .2011. 

After examining the objections received in response to the above said Show Cause Notice, and also following 
Rota - Quota system and Communal Roster as prescribed in the rules, it had been decided to place thematter before 
the review DPC for recommendations of CTOs Panels from the year 1999 - 2000 to 2007 -08 , as required under Rule 
24 (a ) of A .P. State & Subordinate Service Rules, 1996 . The review DPC , in its meeting held on 27 .01 .2012 , 
accepted the same and accordingly, the panels of Commercial Tax Officers for the panel years 1999 - 2000 to 2007 
08 were finalized , strictly as per the orders of the Hon ble Andhra Pradesh Administrative Tribunal dated : 29.04 .2010 
in 0 . A .No. 702 /2006 with M . A No . 1307 /2008, 0 . A .No.6358 / 2008 and O . A .No. 10932 / 2009, and also as per the 
instructions of the Government Memo . No . 17484 /CT.I ( 1 )/ 2011 , dated : 07 .05 . 2011. 

In view of the status - quo orders of Hon ble Supreme Court of India dated : dt.11.09 . 2008 in SLP (Civil ) 
No. 21867/2008 , filed by Sri B . Surya Prakash Rao and others, promotionswere not effected to the post of Assistant 
Commissioners (CT) and Deputy Commissioners (CT). The Hon ble Supreme Court of India , in their orders 
dated :30 .07 . 2012 in SLP No. 21867/ 2008 has ordered as detailed below : 

“ The order against the special leave petition is filed is an order of remand . It is stated on behalf of the 
respondents and not denied by the counsel for the petitioners that after remand the Tribunal hasdecided the 
matter once again in favour of the respondents. 

The aforesaid development renders the special leave petition infructuous and it is dismissed 
as such : 

The Hon ble A .P. A . T. issued interim orders dated : 15 .02 .2012 in O . A No. 841/ 2012 filed by Sri K . Venkateswara 
Rao & Others as detailed below : 

“ Pending disposal of the OA , there shall be an interim direction to the respondents 1 and 2 i.e., the Principal 
Secretary to Government, Revenue (CT.I)Department and Commissioner of Commercial Taxes respectively to 
effect promotions to the post of Assistant Commissioners (CT) on regular or incharge or ad hoc basis on the basis of 
revised seniority list of Deputy Commercial Tax Officers prepared subsequent to the revision of seniority list of 
ACTOs as per Government Memo No. 263/CT. I(2 )/ 2011 , Revenue(CT.I)Department, dated : 29.06 . 2011 , if already 
prepared and if not, to prepare the seniority list and then effect promotions." 
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Further the Hon ble A . P. A . T , Hyderabad in their orders dated : 15 .06 .2012 in VMA No. 447/2012 , 586 / 2012 , 
587 /2012 and VMA No.632 / 2012 in 0 . A .No.841/2012 stated that the interim orders, Dated . 15 .02 . 2012 are made 
absolute . 

The Commissioner of Commercial Taxes, Andhra Pradesh , Hyderabad , has filed W .P .No. 23926 / 2012 against 
the above orders of APAT. The Hon ble High Court of A . P. in their orders, dated 03 . 08 .2012 has suspended the 
Orders of Hon ble A .P. Administrative Tribunal, dated .15 .06 .2012 , in VMA No.447 /2012 , VMA No.586 /2012 , 
587 /2012 and VMA No.632 /2012 in 0 .A .No.841/2012 . 

The Hon ble APAT in its interim orders, dt. 16 .07 . 2012 , in 0 . A .No.2062/ 2012 filed by Sri D . T. V .Ramana , 
Assistant Commissioner (CT) directed the official respondents to take up the review of seniority lists of Assistant 
Commercial Tax Officers by following Quota Rota rule and keeping in view the instructions in Government Memo 
No. 263/CT.I( 2 )/ 2011, Revenue (CT.I) Department, dated : 29 . 06 .2011 and after finalizing the seniority lists in 
accordance with the Rules , consequential revisions has to be undertaken by adopting uniform procedure at all 
levels in finalizing the seniority lists which would give confidence to the applicant and other similarly situated 
employees that they are not discriminated and one procedure is adopted by the respondents at all levels and to effect 
promotions on the basis of the final seniority lists . 

The Hon ble APAT in its orders , dt:04 .01. 2013 in M . A .No.4210 /2012 in 0 . A No.2062/2012 filed by Sri 
S . Sekhar, Assistant Commissioner (CT) stating that “ it is clarified that the order in this O . A dt: 16 .07 .2012 will not 
come in the way for the purpose of considering the eligible candidates for ad hoc promotion to the post of Deputy 
Commissioner (CT), since it is represented that the applicant will also get promotion along with other candidates” . 

The Hon ble APAT issued interim orders dt. 25 .07 .2012 in O . A Nos. 7423 /2011 and 7424 /2011 filed by Sri 
V .Raghunath , and Sri Y.Kiran Kumar, Assistant Commissioners (CT ) respectively, that as it is likely to take some 
time to ransack the entire material placed by both the parties to deliver the judgment, the matter is reserved for 
orders. In the meanwhile , the official Respondents are directed to maintain status quo as today till the date of 
pronouncement of the orders. 

The Hon ble APAT in its interim orders dt. 19 . 11 .2012 in VMA Nos 1153, 1154 of 2012 and M . A .No. 1858 of 
2012 in 0 . A No.7423 /2011 and 7424 /2011 vacated the “ status quo ” order of the Tribunal on 25 .07. 2012 . 

The Hon ble APAT have issued interim orders dt: 27 . 12 .2010 in 0 . A No . 9200 /2010 filed by Sri J. Subba 
Reddy and ( 11) others directed the Government to dispose the appeal petitions dt:28 . 06 .2006 filed by the Direct 
recruit ACTOs within (3 ) weeks. 

As per the interim orders of the Hon ble Tribunal dated : 27 . 12 . 2010 in O . A No . 9200 / 2010 , Government have 
issued certain instructions to the Commissioner (CT) vide Memo No. 263/CT. I(2 )/ 2011 , Revenue (CT.I)Department, 
dt:29 .06 .2011 for rectification of the mistakes pointed out in the seniority lists of ACTOs published vide A .P . 
Gazette No.823 , dt:02 . 12.2005 by pushing down the Rank Promotee Assistant Commercial Tax Officers, if any, 
who are in excess of the quota allotted to them , as per the Rota -Quota rule below the DR ACTOs including the 
appellants who occupy their own slots and the appeal petitions are disposed off accordingly . 

The Hon ble Tribunal issued interim orders dated :08 . 12 .2011 in M . A . No. 3218 of 2011 in 0 . A . No. 9200 / 
2010 filed by Sri J. Subba Reddy, CTO and others as detailed below : 

“ There shall be an interim direction to the respondents 1 and 2 to take follow up action for reviewing promotions 
in the cadre of Deputy Commercial Tax Officers in term of the proceedings of the Commissioner of Commercial 
Taxes issued in No. DX2 / 1469/ 2010 dated : 11 . 11 . 2011 within a period of four weeks from the date of receipt of this 


order ” . 


Basing on the orders of the Hon ble Tribunal dt: 27 .12 .2010 in 0 .A .No. 9200 of 2010 and Govt. Memo No. 
263/CT. I (2 )/ 2011 dt: 29 .06 . 2011 , the seniority list of ACTOs from 1975 - 76 to 1996 -97 of all Zones and from 1997 
98 to 1999 - 2000 in respect of Zone VIwere revised and finalized vide CCT s Ref.No.DX (2 )/ 1469 /2011, dt: 23 .04 .2012 
and published in A . P. Extraordinary Gazette No. 66 , dt: 08 .05 .2012 . 


The said seniority lists of ACTOs were taken as basis for preparation of review of seniority of DCTOs of all 
Zones from 1975 - 76 to 1996 - 97 . Further, the show cause notices in the cadre of DCTOs from 1975 - 76 to 1996 - 97 
in all Zone and for the panel years from 1997 - 98 to 2004 - 05 of Zone- IV were also issued vide CCT s Ref. No. DZ 
(3 )/ 466 /2012 dt: 07.07.2012 for calling objections. 
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The Hon ble A . P . A . T., Hyderabad issued interim Orders dated 30 . 12 . 2013 in 0 . A .No .9317 filed by Sri 
C . Venkata Narayana Reddy, CTO and Sri Z .Lourdaiah Naidu , CTO , as detailed below : 

“ Pending disposal of the O . A . there shall be an interim direction to the respondents to take all further necessary 
steps to finalize the seniority list of DCTOs in termsof a gazette publication No. 148 dated 11.09 .2012 before taking 
further steps pursuant to a Show cause notice issued in CCT s Ref.No.D2/ 1190 /2013 dated 17. 12. 2013 ". 

In response to the above orders of Hon ble A .P. A . T., the Show cause Notice published in Gazette No. 148 , 
dt.11 .09 .2012 have been examined with reference to the objections filed against the list and final Orders passed 
vide CCTs Ref Nos DZ ( 1)/753 /2012 dated 21.01. 2014 , DZ ( 1)/754 /2012 dated 21.01.2014 , DZ (2 )/755 /2012 dated 
21.01. 2014 , DZ (2 )/ 756 /2012 dated 21 .01 .2014 , DZ ( 3 )/757 / 2012 dated 21.01. 2014 , DZ (3 )/ 44 /2014 dated 21 .01 .2014 . 

By this , the interim orders of the Hon ble APAT , dt. 30 . 12 . 2013 in 0 . A .No. 9317 / 13 was compiled with . 

After finalization of state wide seniority list of DCTOs the revision of seniority list of CTOs will be taken up . 
Hence, the revision of seniority list of AC (CT) is subject to review of seniority list of CTOs basing on the revised 
seniority list of ACTOs and DCTOs as per Rota - Quota system . 


With the above observations, the objections of Sri P.Rajeswara Rao and 51 others are hereby disposed off .

The objection with regard to resultant vacancies is not correct. Retirement vacancies and promotional 
vacancies also have been taken in to consideration while calculating the vacancies . In the panel year 
2004 -05, as many as 20 vacancies have been calculated instead of 28 vacancies i.e ., 20 new posts vide 
G .O .Ms. No.634 , dt. 10 .09. 2004 and 5 new posts vide G .O .Ms.No. 201, dt. 20 .08 . 2005 and 3 retirement 
vacancies . In the panel year 2005 - 06 , 20 vacancies were arrived at instead of 18 i.e ., 14 vacancies 
consequent on promotions as DC (CT) on 01 .10 .2005 and 2 vacancies on retirement and 2 vacancies on 
resignations. Accordingly the vacancy position is now rectified in the panel year 2004 - 05 and 2005 -06 
after due consideration .

All the resultant vacancies are taken into consideration while calculating year 
wise vacancies. Hence the objection is not correct. 
The objection with regard to placement of Sri B . Gajendra Naidu in panel year 1993 - 94 against a vacancy 
that arose on 31 . 12 . 1993 though he was retired on 30 .09 . 1993 is examined . This is verified and the 
objection was found correct and the name of the said individual is deleted now from the seniority list.

In reply to the objections, it may be stated that the officers at Sl.No. 1, 2 & 4 were retired from the service 
before the vacancy of AC (CT) arose. And the officers at Sl.No .3 & 5 were facing disciplinary / ACB cases. Hence , 
the names were not included . The objection filed by the officers , is examined . They have already given 7 days time 
to file their written objections vide CCT s Ref. No . D2/ 1190 /2013 , dt. 05 .02 .2013. Hence , no further extension of 
time is accepted . 

With the above observations the objections of Sri R .Balaji babu , DC (CT) and three others are hereby overruled . 
VIII OBJECTIONS FILED BY Sri T. PURNA CHANDRA REDDY, ASST.COMMISSIONER (CT) : 

Sri T.Purna Chandra Reddy, AC (CT) has stated that he was selected as CTO by APPSC through Direct 
Recruitment vide Notification No. 21 /2003 and 06 /2004 and joined in the service in March 2007 against the category 
of Differently Abled (DA) (Hearing Handicapped -Male -OC ), dt.02 .03.2007 . Further, his name was included in 
adhoc list of CTOs for promotion as AC (CT) on temporary basis for the year 2012 - 13 and his namewas shown at Si. 
No. 64 by ignoring his roster point i.e , Hearing Handicapped - General and shown in General quota . 

Hehas stated that Government vide G .O .Ms.No.42 , dt. 19 .10 .2011 ordered for implementation of 3 % reservation 
in promotions to the disabled employees according to which the 100 point roster already prescribed under Rule - 22 
of Genl. Rules shall be followed in case of promotions also . 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS : 

The objection of Sri T.Purna Chandra Reddy , AC (CT) is examined . He is appointed as Commercial Tax 
Officer against the category ofDA (HH -Male -OC ) on 21 .03.2007. He joined as CTO on 31 .03. 2007. He is qualified 
for promotion as Asst. Commissioner (CT ) for the panel year 2011 - 12 i.e ., after completion of 3 years of service in 
the feeder category under Rule 6 of APCT Service Rules 1994 . The Rule of Reservation for disabled employees 
came into force vide G .O .Ms. No. 42 , DWCD & SC , Dept., dt. 19 . 10 . 2011. In the panel of ACs for the year 2011 
G - 1 /2 . 
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12 roster point SIX (6 ), arrived , and it belongs to Visually Handicapped (VH ) (i.e., Blind or Low vision women ). At 
present in the feeder category of CTO no VH persons are available . Hence , the vacancy was carried forward till 
the VH persons are available as per the orders of the Hon ble State Commissioner for Persons with Disabilities , 
Hyderabad issued on 25 . 03. 2013 in case No. 220 of 2012 to implement the rule of reservations for persons with 
disabilities more particularly visually handicapped persons . There are no orders to consider intersperse the DA 
candidates in the matter of promotions. 

With the above observations, the objection of Sri T .Purna Chandra Reddy , AC (CT) is overruled . 
IX OBJECTIONS FILED BY Sri JOHN STEVENSON PATRA , ASST. COMMISSIONER (CT): 

Sri John Stevenson Patra, AC (CT) has stated that he was appointed as DR CTO in the year 2006 . He joined 
as CTO on 07 .02 .2007 . Recently he got promotion as Asst. Commissioner(CT). He has submitted that as per APPSC 
merit list he was placed at Sl.No.7 , above Sri K . Raghunath Reddy and below Sri R . Sashidhara Chary. The same list 
was approved by the DPC and the same list was communicated while giving ad hoc promotions as Asst. Commissioners 
(CT) . But surprisingly , in the revision of seniority list of Assistant Commissioners (CT) his namewas omitted in the 
list for the panel year 2011- 12 . The reasons for omission of his name at Sl. No. 181 in between Sri R . Sashidharachary 
and Sri Raghunath Reddy are not given . Further, Hehas submitted that in the list for the year 2011- 12 Sri Sudhakar 
Rao , find place at point No.6 which is being shown as open category. Point No. 16 which is meant for SC is filled 
with Sri K . Raghunath Reddy on the ground that adequacy is achieved . He has requested to place his name in 
between Sri R . Sashidharachary and Sri Raghunath Reddy. 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS : 


The objections of Sri John Stevenson Patra , Assistant Commissioner (CT) is examined and accepted his 
plea to include his name between Sri R . Sashidharachary and Sri Raghunath Reddy in the panel year 2011 - 12 . 
Further the objection with regard to Sri M .Sudhakar Rao at Roster No .6 is made erroneously and now the name is 
deleted at roster point 6 . 

With the above observations the objection of Sri John Stevenson Patra, Assistant Commissioner (CT) is hereby 
disposed off . 
X OBJECTIONS FILED BY Smt. B . GEETHA MADHURI, ASST . COMMISSIONER (CT): 

Smt. B .Geetha Madhuri , AC (CT) has submitted that the communal roster points including gender based 
points , which are to be followed in respect of recruitment as well as promotions, as per which point No.2 , 22 , 47 , 66 
and 87 are earmarked for S .C . Women in 100 points cycle. In the seniority list published , only point No.2 and 66 
were allotted to S . C . Women and remaining points Nos. 22 , 47, and 87 were left for SC General Candidates . There 
are several GOs which mention and reiterate that a point meant to SC /ST women has to be filled by such Women 
candidates only. In the present proposed list , neither adequacy nor availability of qualified SC (W ) category candidates 
was considered and such exclusive roster points assigned to SC (W ) category are occupied by persons who does not 
belongs to such category. 

Further she has stated that while calculating the vacancies, the name of certain Officers are not considered on 
the retirement while arising the vacancies. The Officer has mentioned ( 30 ) names and requested to consider the 
above and rectify the same in accordance with rules . 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS : 

The objections of Smt. B .Geetha Madhuri are examined with reference to G .O .Ms No. 2 S .W .Dept., dated 
09 -01 - 2004 and G .O .Ms No.5 Dt. 14 -01 -2003. Accordingly , reservation in promotions shall be implemented in 
favour of Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribes, in all categories of posts in State Government, if they are not 
adequately represented to the extent of 15 % and 6 % respectively. Further, the persons belonging to Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes who have been promoted on the basis of seniority cum merit , i.e ., without applying the 
rule of reservation should also be counted for judging the adequacy or otherwise of Scheduled Caste / Scheduled 
Tribe representation . If in respect of any category , if adequate representation already exists as on 14 .2 . 2003 or is 
attained at a later date , the rule of reservation in the matter of promotion in favor of Scheduled Castes / Scheduled 
Tribes shall be stopped in terms of Rule 22 ( 2) (c ) of APSS & S Rules, 1996 as amended in G .O .Ms.No.123, GAD , 
Dated . 19 .04 .2003 . The said orders of the Government have been strictly followed and implemented . 

With regard to resultant vacancies, retirement vacancies and promotion vacancies also have been taken into 
account in the show cause notice dt. 17 .12 .2013 .

With the above observations the objections of Smt. B .Geetha Madhuri , AC (CT) are hereby overruled . 
XI OBJECTIONS FILED BY Smt.VASAVI JAGANNADHAM , ASST . COMMISSIONER (CT) : 

The officer has stated that she was selected as CTO through APPSC Group . I services and appointed on 
27 .11. 2000 . she belongs to S . T . (Woman ) category and promoted as Asst. Commissioner (CT) on 01. 07 .2013 
against general seniority without application of ROR in promotions . 

The panel 2012 - 13 for considering promotions to the post Asst. Commissioner (CT) has been approved on 
24 . 4 .2013 In the approved panel at para 9 (b ) it is stated that: 

“ Adequacy for STs should be 73x6 / 100 = 4 .38 or 4 . There are 5 ACCTs belonging to ST Community working . 
Since there is adequacy for STs, application of ROR for STs is not necessary in this panel.” 

The Officer has stated that the above statement in the approved panel is absolutely wrong and against to the 
Rules. The Officer also stated about Rule 6 (c ) and (d ) of AP State & SS Rules 1996 , shall be followed scrupulously. 
The Officer has raised certain objections on the ad hoc panel of AC (CT) for the year of 2012 - 13 . 

The Officer has raised certain objections with regard to ad hoc panel of DC (CT ) earmarked for (ST- Woman ) 
roster points. 

Further, the individual has submitted the Government of AP have issued order for implementation of Rule of 
Reservation (ROR ) in promotion to SC and STs vide G . O .Ms. No. 5 , SW (ROR -I) Dept., dt. 14 .03. 2003. Further she 
has stated that the total cadre strength of Assistant Commissioners (CT ) including the posts on deputation to be 
taken into account for calculation of 6 % adequate representation of S . T . candidates and 33 1 /3 % representation of 
ST-Women therein , and the ST candidates should be promoted against the Rosters earmarked . In view of the facts 
the officer has requested to place her name against the Roster 58 (ST- W ) in the seniority list, next below to P . 
Viswanadha Raju and above to Mohd . Manzoor Ali. 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS : 


The objections, filed by Smt. Vasavi Jagannadham , have been carefully examined . As seen from the seniority 
list proposed herein , she was placed against the 7th vacancy that arose in the panel year 2006 -07 . She claimsseniority 
above all those , placed against the vacancies that arose in the panel year on the basis of the promotion that were 
given for the panel year 2012 - 13. It is not relevant or correct to claim seniority against a particular vacancy (ST- W ) 
that arose in the panel year based on several assumptions with reference to the promotions given against the vacancies 
that arose during panel year 2012 - 13. 

It should be noted that the placement of the individual was considered after arising at the adequacy as at the 
beginning of the panel year 2006 - 07 as shown below :

Thus , there is adequacy of representation of ST candidates as at the beginning of the panel year 2006 -07 , 
communal roster was not followed , while working out the inter- se -seniority of the officers working in the cadre of 
CTOs at that time. 
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Further, the reference made by her to G .O .Ms.No. 154 , (ROR . 1) Dept., dated 30 .07 .2008 has no relevance to 
the method of arriving at the adequate representation of STs or SCs. The G .O . simply lays down that the SC /ST 
vacancies , existing as at the beginning of a panel year as well as the vacancies that would arise during the panel year 
should be considered for the purpose of considering the total vacancies to be filled with the SC /ST candidates 
during such panel year. The purpose behind the provision laid down in the said G . O ; is to allow the communal roster 
to be operated in a panel year, even if the backlog vacancies , existing at the beginning of the panel year, are filled 
with SC /ST candidates . In other words, there is a scope for someone to contend that the adequacy of representation 
of SC /ST is reached once the backlog vacancies are filled and there is no need to operate communal roster. In order 
to circumvent such an interpretation and offer relief to SC /ST candidates, theGovt. thought fit to allow the operation 
of communal roster , even after the existing (backlog ) vacancies at the beginning of the panel year are filled . 

In short, the provision in the G . O .Ms.No . 154 , (ROR . 1 ) Dept., dated 30 .07 . 2008 speaks of the method of 
calculation of total SC /ST vacancies to be filled in a particular panel year, in case there are backlog (existing) SC / 
ST vacancies , available at the beginning of such panel year. It does not speak of any method of arriving at the 
adequacy of representation of SC /ST candidates. 

With the above observations, the objections of Smt Vasavi Jagannadham , Assistant Commissioner (CT) are 
hereby overruled . 
XII. OBJECTIONS FILED BY SRI S. RAMBABU , ASST. COMMISSIONER (CT): 

Sri S .Rambabu , AC (CT ) has submitted that his name is placed in the seniority list for the panel year 2010 - 11 
and his date of birth is shown as 01.02. 1955 and date of retirement 31.01.2013. The individualhas requested that as 
per records his date of birth is 01. 10 . 1958 and his date of retirement will be eventually and he has requested rectify 
the same. 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS: 

The objections of the individual are verified with reference to the records and found correct. Accordingly , the 
date of birth is rectified as 01. 10 . 1958 and date of retirement as 30 .09 .2016 . 

With the above observation , the objections of Sri S .Rambabu , AC (CT) are hereby disposed off . 
XIII OBJECTIONS FILED BY SRI I. ANAND KUMAR , ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER (CT): 

Sri I.Anand Kumar, AC (CT) has submitted that in the proposed seniority list of Asst. Commissioner (CT) 
his name is placed in the panel year 2004 -05 . He is requested that whatever the benefits he is eligible and 

entitled may be given immediate effect . 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS : 


The objection of the individual is examined and his request will be considered as per rules in vogue. 
XIV OBJECTION FILED BY SRI T .SIVA SANKARA RAO , DC (CT ) AND TWO OTHERS : 

The following officershave filed common objection : 
Sri T. Siva Sankara Rao , Deputy Commissioner(CT) 
Sri J. V. M .Sarma, Deputy Commissioner (CT) 
Sri P.Raja Babu , Assistant Commissioner (CT) 

Sri T.Siva Sankara Rao , DC (CT) and two others have submitted that they have no objections to file against 
the Proposed Seniority list of Assistant Commissioner (CT) and request to kindly finalize the orders at the earliest. 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS : 

The Objection of Sri T.Siva Sankara Rao , DC (CT) and two others is suggestive in nature , accordingly, recorded. 
XV. OBJECTIONS FILED BY SRI S . E . KRISHNA MOHANA REDDY, FORMER I/ C . A . C . (CT) : 

He was appointed as CTO on 26 . 11 . 1997 . While working as CTO a False ACB case was foisted against him 
and that ACB case resulted in conviction on 18 .9 . 2007 in C . C . Case No.25 / 2002 on the file of Hon ble SPE & ACB 
cases Court. The individual has submitted that against the above orders of SPE and ACB court he appealed before 
the Hon ble High Court by way of CRLA No. 1262/2007 . During the pendency of this appeal the Government vide 
G .O .Ms. No. 940 , Rev. (Vig.I) Dept., dt. 02.09. 2009 dismissing him from Government service. Further the Hon ble 
High Court allowed his appeal on 03. 12 . 2013 duly setting aside the convection order dt. 18 .09. 2007 of SPE and ACB 
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Court . The individual has submitted that as seen from the Show Cause Notice the name ofhis junior Sri G . Dwarakanth 
Reddy has been proposed at Sl. No. 495 in the panel year 2004- 05 . In view of the acquittal in the ACB case his 
name should be figured at Sl. No. 494 below the name of Sri. I. Sri Nagesh and above the name of Sri G . Dwarakanath 
Reddy . The individual has requested to include his name in the seniority list ofAC (CT ) duly issuing Revised Show 
Cause Notice . 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS : 

Sri S .E .Krishna Mohan Reddy was dismissed from the Service while working as Commercial Tax Officer 
( A . C I/c .) Vide G . O .Ms. No. 940 , Rev. ( Vig .I) Dept., dt. 02 .09 . 2009 . Further, the Government vide G .O .Ms.No. 78 , 
Rev. (Vig . I) Dept., dt. 14 .02. 2014 re -inducted Sri S . E . Krishna Mohan Reddy , former CTO , Karimnagar , into service 
in view of the acquittal orders of the Hon ble High Court dt. 03 . 12 .2013 in Criminal Appeal No. 1262/ 2007 , pending 
filing of SLP before the Hon ble Supreme Court of India . 

The objection of the individual is examined and his name will be included at appropriate place in the 
seniority list of ACs after the final disposal of SLP. 

With the above observation the objection of Sri S . E .Krishna Mohan Reddy is hereby disposed off. 
XVI OBJECTIONS FILED BY SRI V. HARSHA VARDHAN , JC (CT) : 

Sri V .Harsha Vardhan, JC (CT) has submitted that he was a direct recruit CTO of 1987 batch . He joined as 
CTO on 24 .06 . 1987 . With ref. to his date of regularization and probation declared in the cadre of CTO vide 
G .O . Rt.No.56 , dt. 18 .01. 1993 . In this G . O . his name was placed at Sl.No. 12 and his batch mate of Sri T. Ramesh 
Babu was at Sl.No. 13. Sri T.Ramesh Babu his junior to him in the cadre of CTO and the same the seniority is to be 
continued in all cadres . However in G . O .Ms.No. 1661, Rev . (CT. I) Dept, dt. 25 .08 . 2011 , his name was placed below 
Sri ? T. Ramesh Babu in the cadre ofCTO . It appears that the name of Sri T. Ramesh Babu was placed over his name 
following ROR which was incorrect. 

Further, he has submitted that in the present show cause notice also his namewas shown below Sri T . Ramesh 
Babu which is again contrary to rules of seniority . The officer stated that since both of them D .R CTOs of 1987 
batch the inter-se -seniority between them should be on the basis ofmerit with reference to marks obtained in group 
- I in terms of rule 33 (b ) of the APS & SS Rules 1996 but not with reference to Roaster points. 

He has also filed objections against the seniority of CTOs and requested to give consequential seniority in 
higher cadre also for considering his name for promotion as Addl. Commissioner (CT). 
REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS: 

The officer filed objections against the seniority list of CTOs finalized the Govt., vide G .O .Ms.No. 1661, Rev. 
(CT.I) Dept., dt. 25 .08.2011 it is irrelevant to the present seniority list of Assistant Commissioner (CT). 

With the above observation , the objections of Sri V.Harsha Vardhan , JC (CT) are hereby overruled . 


XVII 


OBJECTIONS FILED BY SRI N . SRINIVASA RAO , DC (CT) : 


The officer filed objections that he was appointed as CTO through Direct Recruitment in the year 1997 and 
subsequently he was promoted as Assistant Commissioner (CT) in the year 2005 and further he was promoted as 
Deputy Commissioner(CT) . The seniority list of CTOs was finalized for the period from 1975 -76 to 1998 - 99 vide 
G .O .Ms.No.1661, Rev.(CT.I) Department, dated 25 .08 .2011 and from 1999 - 2000 to 2008 -09 vide CCT s ref . No1190 / 
2013 dt. 16 .02 .2011. Basing on the said seniority list of CTOs present Show Cause issued . In the said S .C .N . some 
of the candidates juniors to him in CTO cadre are placed above him by applying reservations in promotions , “ with 
consequential seniority ” which is contrary to and in violation of the settled principle of law as laid down by the 
Hon ble Supreme Court of India in U .P. Power Corporation Limited Vs. Rajesh Kumar & other and M .Nagaraj & 
other Vs. Union of India and others and Suraj Bhan Meena Vs. State of Rajasthan . 

Further, he has stated that G . O .Ms.No.5 , Social Welfare (SW .ROR .I) Department, dated 14 .02 .2003 as amended 
by G .O .Ms.No.26 , Social Welfare Department, dated 19 .04 .2009 and G .O .Ms.No. 123, G . A . Department dated 
19 .04. 2003 would not stand legal Scrutiny as per law laid in certain judgments of Hon ble Supreme Court of India , 
( the individual has mentioned certain Case Laws) for want of requisite “ quantifiable data with the Authorities to 
provide reservations in promotions are envisaged in the above said G .O .s. Hence , the said G .O .s shall not be applied 
as it is contrary to the law laid down by the Supreme Court of India in the aforesaid judgments . 
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REPLY TO THE OBJECTIONS: 


The entire emphasis of the objections filed by Sri N .Srinivasa Rao , at present Appellate Deputy 
Commissioner (CT) , Visakhapatnam i.e ., on the view that rule of reservation is followed only in pursuance to the 
G .O .Ms No. 2 S . W .Dept., dated 09 -01 -2004 , G .O .MsNo.5 Dt. 14 -01 -2003 and G .O .Ms.No. 154 , (ROR . 1) Dept., 
dated 30 .07 .2008 , issued from time to time to provide for the application of reservation in promotion “ with consequent 
seniority ” and no amendments were carried out to the A . P.S . & S . S . Rules, 1996 and A . P . C . T. Service Rules . His 
other contention is that the provision for application of reservation in promotion “ with consequential seniority ” 
should be made on the basis of “ quantifiable data ” regarding adequacy of representation as laid down in clause 
(4A ) of Article 16 of the Constitution of India . 

The objections filed by Sri N .Srinivasa Rao have been carefully examined . It may be stated that based on the 
policy decision of the Govt. issued in G .O .Ms.No.5 , SW (RoR .I)Dept., Dated . 14 .02 .2003 and other related instructions, 
in exercise of the powers vested under Article 309 of the Constitution Of India , orders were issued G . O .Ms. 123 , 
GAD , Dt.19 .04 .2003 w .e.f 14 .02 .2003 amending Rule22 of the APS & SS Rules. This orders will prevail over the 
special rules for APCTS Rules . This is binding on all other Departments of Government. Therefore , the contention 
of Sri N .Srinivasa Rao is not acceptable. 

With the above observations, the objections of Sri N . Srinivasa Rao , DC (CT) are overruled . 

The objections raised by the individuals and the replies / remarks furnished by the CCT were examined 
analytically with reference to the A .P . State and Subordinate Service Rules , 1996 A . P .CT Service Rules, Government 
instructions and orders in vogue, Judgments of A . P. Administrative Tribunal, High Court of Andhra Pradesh , Supreme 
Court of India and accordingly they are hereby disposed off . 

It is observed that show cause notice , dt. 17 . 12 .2013 was issued and published in AP Extra Ordinary Gazette 
No. 841, Dt.23 . 12 .2013 for 310 vacancies for the panel years 1983 -84 to 2011 - 12 , the objections were called for 
from affected persons. Whereas, the CCT in his letter, Dated . 22 .02 .2014 , after receipt of the objections, has submitted 
the proposals for 317 vacancies of revised seniority list of Assistant Commissioners (CT) for the said panel years by 
including 7 vacancies in the panel year 2011 - 12 . In respect of 7 candidates show cause notice has to be issued to 
include their names in the panel year 2011- 12 . Therefore, the revised seniority list of Assistant Commissioner (CT) 
is confined to the panel years from 1983- 84 to 2010 - 11. 

After careful examination of the matter, Government have decided to finalize the revised seniority list in the 
cadre of Assistant Commissioner (CT) for the panel years from 1983 -84 to 2010 - 11 furnished by the Commissioner 
of Commercial Taxes. Accordingly , the seniority list of Assistant Commissioners (CT) for the panel years from 
1983- 84 to 2010 - 11, duly taking into consideration rota - quota rule and communal roster as prescribed in the rules is 
hereby finalized subject to outcome of any OAs/WPs /WAs/RPs/CAs/ SLPs etc ., if any , pending before the Tribunal 
| Courts etc .,. The panel wise substantive vacancies from 1983 -84 to 2010 - 11 is appended as Annexure .I. The names 
of 303 Assistant Commissioners(CT) are included in the final seniority list of Assistant Commissioners (CT) from 
the panel years 1983-84 to 2010 - 11 is appended as Annexure . II .
